PROCEDURAL HISTORY

The parties in this matter agree to the terms and conditions of the attached Stipulation as
the final decision of this matter, subject to the approval of the Veterinary Examining Board. The
Board has reviewed the attached Stipulation and considers it acceptable.

Accordingly, the Board in this matter adopts the attached Stipulation and makes the
following:

FINDINGS OF FACT

1. Sanjay S. Jain, D.V.M., ("Respondent") was born on June 26, 1970, and is
licensed to practice veterinary medicine in the state of Wisconsin pursuant to license number
4701-50. This license was first granted on June 27, 1997.



2. Respondent's most recent address on file with the Wisconsin Veterinary
Examining Board is 1906 N. Richmond Avenue, Appleton, WI 54911.

3. At all times relevant to this proceeding, Respondent was working as a veterinarian
at Apple Valley Veterinary Clinic, 820 East Northland Avenue, Appleton, Wisconsin.

4. On the morning of April 24, 2007, a one year old male cat owned by Sean
Stephens, was brought to Apple Valley Veterinary Clinic to be neutered and declawed.

5. Respondent states that the Stephens cat was anesthetized with .9 ml of Ketamine/
.l ml Acepromazine intramuscularly. Pre-anesthetic blood work was declined. The declaw was
performed with a #12 blade, closed with surgical glue and bandaged and the neutering followed.
After the surgery, a distemper combination vaccination was administered. The cat recovered
uneventfully.

6. The following day, at approximately 11:30 a.m., the Stephens cat suffered a
seizure and before Diazepam could be administered, the seizure passed and the cat appeared
alert. The heart and lungs auscultated within normal limits. 10 minutes later the Stephens cat
went into cardiac and respiratory arrest and injections of Epinephrine and Dopram were given.
Treatment was unsuccessful and the cat ultimately died.

7. Respondent failed to note in the medical record the fact and results of a
preoperative physical examination, the pain medications administered, including dosage and
amount, and any recording of post-surgical patient monitoring.

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

1. The Wisconsin Veterinary Examining Board has jurisdiction to act in this matter,
pursuant to Wis. Stat. §453.07, and is authorized to enter into the attached Stipulation and Order,
pursuant to Wis. Stat. § 227.44(5).

2. Failing to document a preoperative examination, administered pain medications
and post operative monitoring in the patient's medical record constitutes a violation of Wis.
Admin. Code §§ VE 7.03(2) and VE 7.06(15).

ORDER

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that:

1. Sanjay S. Jain, D.V.M., is hereby REPRIMANDED.

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED THAT



2. The license of Sanjay S. Jain, D.V.M., to practice veterinary medicine in the State
of Wisconsin is hereby LIMITED by the condition that within nine months of the date of this
Order, he shall successfully complete two hours of veterinary continuing education in the topic
of record keeping offered through the Wisconsin Veterinary Medical Association or an
equivalent course.

a. Respondent shall be responsible for locating the course(s) to fulfill the
required continuing education order.

b. Respondent shall obtain preapproval for any course(s) he intends to take in
compliance with this order from the Board or its designee. The Board may reject any
course(s), and may accept a course(s) for less than the number of hours for which
Respondent seeks approval. Respondent is responsible for all costs associated with the
compliance with this order. No part of the continuing education required by this order
may be applied to the continuing education required for renewal of the Respondent's
credential or to any other continuing education requirement imposed on Respondent by
the Board.

c. All requests for approval of courses for compliance with this Order shall
be addressed to:

d. Respondent shall submit satisfactory evidence of completion of the
continuing education within thirty (30) days of completing the continuing education.
Certificates of completion of the continuing education shall be sent to the Department
Monitor at the address indicated above.

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that:

3. Respondent shall, within ninety (90) days from the date of this Order, pay costs of
this proceeding in the amount of five hundred ($500.00) dollars. Payment shall be made payable
to the Wisconsin Department of Regulation and Licensing and mailed to the Department Monitor
at the address provided above.

4. Violation of any of the terms of this Order may be construed as conduct
imperiling public health, safety and welfare and may result in a summary suspension of
Respondent's license. The Board in its discretion may in the alternative impose additional
conditions and limitations or other additional discipline for a violation of any of the terms of this
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Order. In the event Respondent fails to fails to pay costs as ordered or fails to comply with the
ordered continuing education the Respondent's license (#4701-50) SHALL BE SUSPENDED,
without further notice or hearing, until Respondent has complied with the terms of this Order.

5. This Order is effective on the date of its signing.
